With the new year only one week old it is not too late 
fer a last look at 1954, It was the year of Dien Bien Phu, 
the McCarthy hearings and a bumper crop of hurricanes in 
the Fast. 

Last year a new phrase joined our vocabulary : peaceful 
co-existence and the cold war seemed to thaw a little. The 
voice of Andrei Vishinski was heard for the last time in the 
UN and EDC died in the French National Assembly. The 
big news in the South was the ban on segregation in the 
schools, an example of the law doing something for man 
that his fellow man would not. 

Puerto Rican nationalists injured five representatives by 
pistol fire from the gallery of the House- 

These were just some of the highlights of the old year. 
The real story of 1954 was written by the people all over the 
world in their struggle to survive on the icy wastes of the 
cold war. While the fight for possession of their minds 
raged above them, it was the people who made the final 
decision. There was no Curzon Line or Thirty-eighth parallel 
which determined for them their way of life. 

The biggest story of 1955 has yet to be written. But it 


ie not unlikely that while the characters may change, the 


plot will be similar.

The 
Chico cage team picked up this questionable asset along 
with the championship of the Far West conference tour- 
nament. 

By showing no merey for the other clubs in the league, 
the Wildcats set themselves up as the team to beat in the 
FWC. Any odds-an favorites can tell you that having every- 
one else shooting for you is oftentimes not a good spot to 
be in, 

The only thing in the way of counting Chico State out 
here and now is that it may be hard to find a team to beat 
them. Although the tournament was held in Chico, decid- 
edly not the best place te play the Wildcats, the ease with 
which they took the crown makes them look very hard to 
beat, 

The notice is out that to take the FWC championship 
a team must beat Chico. Somebody may, but one guess is as 


good as another as to who it will be.

Now that the holiday season is over and most leagues 
have had their tournaments, the teams can get down to the 
business of playing the conference schedule. 

The value of pre-season tourneys remains questionable. 
A team must be undermatched in its conference to win 
both the tournament and the league championship. Usualiy 
the conference tournament championship is a “hex” which 
is hard for most teams to carry during the regular season. 

In at least one league it has already been decided that 
the tournament winner will not repeat as league winner. 
That conference is the Golden Valley junior college group. 
Their tournament was won by East Contra Costa Jr. Col- 
lege, a team that isn’t even in the GVC. That prabably is 
the ultimate of ridiculousness in this rather “silly” business. 

The Pacific Coast conference abandoned their meaning- 
less pre-season tourney and allowed their member teams 
to compete in other tournaments during the holiday season. 
Most of the teams received bids to intersectional meets 
which actually does mean something. 

The Far West conference could do a lot worse than 
follow the lead of the PCC and abandon their conference 
tournament in favor of an invitational affair.

One good thing which came out of the FWC tourney 
was the breaking of a nine game losing streak by the Hor- 
nets, . 

SSC took fifth place in the six team event by dumping 
the Cal Aggies 69-58 after dropping their first two games in 
the tourney. 

Another encouraging fact for Hornet fans is that in their 
two losses in the meet, to Nevada and San Francisco State, 
the Hornets gave a good account of themselves. SSC bowed 
to Nevada by one point, 54-53, and to SFS, 79-70. Perhaps 
the Hornets are coming out of their early season doldrums.

In all, Chico established itself as a good tournament 
city. The crowds which attend the tourney made it possible 
for all teams to be given good accomodations and still allow 
the event to make a profit. & 

From a playing sense, the tournament was well run.

Grant Awarded to 
Dr. Wilson Record 


A Ford Foundation grant of 
$1,000 to Dr. C. Wilson Record, 
assistant professor of sociology, 
was announcei Wednesday by 
Sacramento State College, 

Record will use the money to 
eontinue his studies on attempts 
of the Communist party to infil- 


trate the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People. 


An authority on the subject, 
Record believes that the attempts 
have been largely un#iccessful. 
He said the Communists have 
failed because their concern has 
been to advance an “alien tyr- 
anny” rather than to further the 
interests of colored people. 

The truth of the matter, he de- 
elared, is that the Communists 
have aiways seen Negro rights 2s 
incidental and have attempted to 
seize control of organizations only 
to advance their dwn power. 

Moreover, he said, American 
Negroes have been more con- 
cerned with practical advance- 
ment in housing and employment 
than with large “isms.” The 
American constitution, he said, 
offers a gteater “liberating po- 
tential” than the Communist 
Manifesto could ever provide, 

Record expects to use part of 
the Ford crant to obtain printed 
matertals. He will spend the re- 
mainder for travel to cities where 
Cemmunists have made special 
attempts to gain control of the 
NAACP and related organiza- 
tions. Such cities include Los An- 
geles, Akron, Detroit, and Chi- 
cago.

Spring Semester 
Registration Has 
Simplified Plan 


Registration procedures which 
have taken much time and trou- 
ble in the past have been revised 
for the coming spring semester 
registratjon, 

Before registration day, stu- 
dents should pick up at the regis- 
trar’s office a class schedule, two 
trial programs (three for veter- 
ans), yellow registration booklet 
and an appointment card for 
registration. These have been 
available since January 5. 

James O. Booker, registrar, 
urges all students to make ap- 
pointments in advance with their 
advisers, and to remember to 
keep that appointmnt. Appoint- 
ments may be between January 
5 and 14 for old students, and 
new students can make appoint- 
ments through their division 
chairmen for days on or after 
January 17.
